Tho important point is to place the 
tree in such a place that it will have

Windbreaks should be planted with 
care and judgment, since they often 
become a hindrance instead of a help

The one great drawback to 
them is the fact that unless watched 
very closely they may become a breed­ 
ing place for dangerous insects; but 
if care is exercised in this direction 
the good effects of them t&ill over­ 
balance this point. 
Tlat is, if the 
orchard is regularly and intelligently 
sprayed, the insect problem is not an 
economically serious one. 
Windbreaks 
should

evergreen ani deciduous trees. 
The 
object 13 not to stop the wind, since 
that w ould be almost 'as harmful as 
having too much, but it is simply to 
check it so that;, the force,, will he 
broken by the time it reaches, 4 h e . 
trees. To this end the evergreens will 
check the wind during the wringer and 
■ the deciduous ones will help during' 
r the summed. 
Aside from this point, 
j the break made from the mixed types 
. of tree will be more efficient than the 
j one composed of all evergreens, al­ 
though the latter will check the winds 
both during winter and summer. 
The spruces are probably the most, 
common evergreen trees that are used 
for this purpose, because they are com­ 
paratively quick growers and make a 
good growth on a wide range of soils. 
Among the deciduous trees the maples 
and the birches lead, and both do w'ell 
under varying conditions. 
The trees 
are planted closer at first than they 
I are wanted, so that an immediate ef­ 
fect can be gotten, and as soon as they 
begin to grow or so make the break 
too dense, enough are taken out so 
that th e break will not be a barrier.

Good Shelter Should Be Provided— 
Furnish Abundance of Alfalfa 
Hay— Give Some Grain. 


Give the calves shelter, but tins 
need not be too tightly built. A shed 
open on the south with a yard so they 
can go in and out as they please is 
about the thing. Bed this down nice­ 
ly with some straw. 
Fix a rack so they can pull the hay 
through the slats and not waste it, 
and keep this full of the finest, green­ 
est alfalfa you can g e t 
A mixture 
of crushed oats and crushed wheat 
or of oats and bran will be good for 
them. 
If you are buying young calves not 
yet ready to wean, feed them twice 
a day on sweet skim milk, warmed 
up to the temperature of fresh milk. 
lf they are very young, feed them 
three times a day, a quart or three 
pints at a time. 
After they are a 
month or so old you can give them 
a gallon each twice a day. 
Calf meal or similar preparations 
are very satisfactory to replace milk. 
Keep a mixture of dry cornmeal, bran 
or other ground grains where the 
calves can get it as they wish. 
Keep 
the pens clean and let the calves have 
plenty of air, light, sunshine and pure 
water. 


Feed Counts With Cows. 
The best bred cow in the country, 
if she is unsupplied with good food, 
will prove a dismal failure, while the 
meanest scrub will do something to­ 
ward paying her board bill if given 
plenty of suitable feed and care. 


Feed for Dry Cows. 
Dry cows should not be stuffed with 
expensive grain feeds, but coaxed to 
consume enough cheap, rough feeds 
to keep them in good, vigorous con­ 
dition.

Willard, shorn of his physical advan­ 
tages, would he but a manikin in the 
hands of the negro, who has learned 
every trick of boxing known Iii ring 
strategy during his many years iii the 
squared circle. 


Although 
Johnson’s 
ring 
career 
antidates the 
present 
century by a 
few months, his prowess as a fighter 
did not bring 
him 
into the heavy­ 
weight, division until ten years ago, 
and then his standing 
did 
not give 
milch promise of championship possi­ 
bilities. At that time he began m eet­ 
ing men of his own color, such as 
Sam McVey, Joe Jeanette, Black Bill, I 
Walter Johnson and others whom he 
defeated, in several instances decis­ 
ively. His two winning battles with 
Joe Jeanette at Baltimore and 
Sam 
Uingford at Chelsea. Mass., in 1900, 
however, demonstrated that he wouffl 
have to be reckoned with by the best 
of til© 
fighters, 
white 
or 
black, 
with championship pretensions in the 
heavyweight class. 


At that time 
Jeffries 
had retired 
from the ring, 
having 
handed the 
title to Marvin Hart. Tommy Burns,

1907. Johnson meanwhile was plod­

Rev. W illiam Stephens, D. D. 
William Stephens was born in Hav­ 
erstraw , New York, July 13, 1834. His 
mother was k devoted Christian wo­ 
man and to her influence and train­ 
ing is due the religious career of the 
son.

The boy, William, was converted in 
his sixteenth year and united with 
the Methodist Episcopal church. 
He 
was licensed to preach before he was 
twenty. 
He was first a blacksmith, 
then a teacher and finally a preacher. 
In addition to- the public schools he 
had academic and seminary training. 
He came to Missouri at the close 
of the civil war and in 1866 was ad­ 
mitted to the St. Louis conference on 
trial. 
In due time he 
finished 
the 
conference course of study and was 
admitted to full membership. At that 
time there was not much standing 
room 
for 
the 
M ethodist Episcopal 
church in Missouri and young Ste­ 
phens worked against all the odds of 
a pioneer 
preacher. 
For forty-nine 
years he was a man of recognized 
ability among his brethren. 
He served as pastor in the follow­ 
ing communities: 
Boonville, 
Mar­ 
shall, Independence, High Point, But­ 
ler, Holden, Smithton, Osceola, Bel­ 
ton, Drexel and Odessa. 
He served 
as presiding elder of Kansas City and 
Sedalia districts. He retired from the 
active ministry in 1903, but continued 
to preach until stricken with paraly­ 
sis in 1906. 
Since that time, with the use of 
one hand only, he has written a his­ 
tory of the conference which is rec­ 
ognized as a valuable production. He 
was twenty-six years secretary of the 
St. Louis conference, once a member 
of the general conference, and regis­ 
trar of his conference for ten years. 
He received the degree of Doctor of 
I Divinity from Carlton college.

The missionary, Allen, referred to 
as having been beaten, is E. T. Allen, 
who was born in London.

Washington Aroused By Outrage. 


W ashington, March 27— Alarming 
reports of atrocities, 
including 
the 
hanging of sixty men taken from the 
French mission and five from the 
American mission compound at Gul­ 
pashan, Persia, stirred the state de­ 
partm ent today to further efforts to 
obtain protection for American mis­ 
sionaries and refugees in the vicinity 
of Urumiah, Persia, where an up­ 
rising of Kurds threatens a 
general 
Christian massacre. 
.Ambassador Morgenthau at Constan­ 
tinople, has been twice appealed to 
bv Secretary Bryan in the last few 
days to urge the Turkish government 
to send protection to the imperiled 
section, and it was learned tonight 
that the state department has receiv­ 
ed definite assurances from the Turk­ 
ish government that protection would 
be sent to the scene.

Bush. of the Missouri Pacific railroad, 


has announced that the railroads of 


Missouri will appeal t o the courts in 
their efforts to got increased inter­ 
state freight and passenger rates, if 
an increase is not granted by the pub­ 
lic service commission of this stale. 
This statem ent was made by Pres­ 
ident Bush in a lengthly analysis of 
the railway rate situation in Missouri: 
“We expert the public service com­ 
mission will grant the relief to which 
we feel we are justly entitled. Should 
it fail to do so, then necessarily we 
shall have to resort to the courts, be­ 
cause it takes no expert to demon­ 
strate that with their income cut down 
below their outgo, the railroads of 
the state must have increased rates 
if they are to continue to exist and 
serve the people. 
“The fact that the financial world 
will not touch railroad securities of 
any kind is an all-sufficient answer to 
the contention of the average politi­ 
cian that the earnings are adequate. 
Anyone can foretell the business par­ 
alysis and widespread disasters to the 
commercial and agricultural interests 
that w ill follow' a few’ more receiver­ 
ships of the Missouri railroads. 
“We have every reason to believe 
that the Missouri 
commission 
will 
take a broad view’ of the case now 
pending before it, and in view of the 
changed sentiment 
throughout 
the 
state and the country generally to­ 
ward the railroads, that we shall real­ 
ize the increase to which we are en­ 
titled. 
“If a physical valuation is required 
before the relief is granted, then it 
would be like medical aid after the 
death of the patient, because few of 
the Missouri roads ran survive until 
a physical valuation can be made. 
“The increases asked 
in 
freight 
rate?, in Missouri are only as to cer­ 
tain commodities upon 
which 
tile 
rates are oui of all proportion to the 
just eost of transportation, lf the in­ 
creases prayed for are granted by the 
commission, they will only amount 
to a few’ thousand dollars* annual in­ 
crease to each railroad, and will not 
by any means furnish the full mea 
sure of relief to which we are en­ 
titled."

Sixth and Ohio 


make its permanent home, and 
the 


building will house all of the admin­ 


istrative officers in charge of 
Red 
Cross work. 
The plans and construction are un­ 
der control of a commission headed 
by President Wilson, with Secretary 
j Garrison, Senator Luke Lea and Rep­ 
resentative Slayden as members. 
The commission has at its disposal 
$800,000, of which $400,000 
was ap­ 
propriated by congress, on condition 
that the Red Cross 
raise 
an equal 
amount by private subscription. The 
additional sum was made up by the 
following subscriptions: 
Jam es A. 
Scrymser, 
$100,000; 
Mrs. 
Russell 
Sage, $150,000; Mrs. Edward H. H ar­ 
riman, $50,000; the Rockefeller foun­ 
dation, $100,000. 
The new building, like most of the 
others in the stately group about it, 
will he of white marble, and the gen­ 
eral design of the structure, its fa­ 
cade, columns, etc., will be on clas­ 
sic lines. A parked terrace will raise 
the building above the street level, 
and wide marble steps will lead up to 
the entrance. A row of twelve Corin­ 
thian columns of white marble will 
stretch across the entire front of the 
structure, the capitals supporting the 
copper finished roof. 
Two massive 
bronze entrance doors are one of the 
striking features of the architectur­ 
al plans. 
Within the 
high 
arched vestibule 
a flight of broad marble stairs will 
lead to the second and third floors. 
On the stairway landing 
a marble 
tablet will be placed bearing the fol­ 
lowing inscription: 
A memorial built 
by 
the govern- j 
ment of the United States and pa- 
itn o tic citizens to the women of the 
north and the women of the south 
held in loving memory 
by 
a now 
united country, and that their labors 
to mitigate the sufferings of the sick 
and wounded in war may be forever 
perpetuated, this memorial 
is dedi- 
I rated to the service of the American 
J Red Cross.”

On this landing will also he placed 
j three allegorical busts in white m ar­ 
ble, representing 
faith, 
hope and 


charity. 
All 
of the decorations will 
he marked by dignity and simplicity. 
The extensive working quarters on 
the three floors of the building will 
he equipped to accommodate all the 
branches of the Red Cross, with its 
varied activities in peace and war. 
On the first floor a large assembly 
hall and library will take up all of 
one side of the building, and will af­ 
ford a meeting place 
for the large 
gatherings, of the organization. 
The 
central committee 
of the Red Cross 
will have special quarters. The war. 
national and international and relief 
boards will each have rooms particu­ 
larly fitted for 
their 
special work. 
The army surgeon in charge of hos­ 
pital field units and the enrollment 
of doctors, the first 
aid instruction 
department, 
the 
horses enrollment 
bureau, the town and country nurs­ 
ing service and 
the 
Christmas seal 
division will all be quartered accord­ 
ing to their needs. 
Of the $800,000 available 
for the 
memorial, $357,000 was expended by 
the commission in the purchase of 
the site. The entire block surround­ 
ing the structure w as acquired and it 
will be laid out in parking, gardens 
and suitable approaches. Under the 
contract for the construction of the 
building it will be 
completed 
and 
ready for occupancy

He didn’t stand up shooting 
platitudes

clusions at his audiences. 
He didn’t, 
like some modern preachers, sit on 
the pulpit rail dealing out pros and 
cons and leaving everyone to their 
owrn sweet wills to form their own 
little opinions. 
He knew whom he 
believed, he saw' everything he said. 
Listen to him 
before 
Agrippa: 
‘I 
think myself happy because I shall 
answer for myself.’ 
A sermon com­ 
ing from the head may be fine, but 
when it comes from the

“The prisoner springs to his feet.

“There are some thirty substitutes 
that can be mixed with wheat flour in 
making bread,” he said in a statement 
issued here today. 
“Many of these 
are more nutritious than wheat flour; 
some of them are cheaper than wheat 
flour, and of these, two or three, at 
least, are 
commercially 
obtainable 
almost anywhere. 
“Potatoes, corn flour and rice (in 
certain sections) can be used with 
profit in mixture with wheat flour in 
making yeast bread. With wheat flour 
as dear as it is now the careful house­ 
wife stands to effect quite a saving 
by using one of these products to eke 
out 
her 
wheat flour. 
Experiments 
have shown that i’ic substitutes can 
be used successfully in the propor­ 
tion of one part to 
three parts 
of 
wheat flour. At least three-fourths of 
the mixture must be good wheat flour. 
“Potatoes have a certain advantage 
in this regard, since potato bread can 
be made without going to the trouble 
to get the commercial potato meal. 
Plain mashed potatoes, four parts of 
mashed potatoes to three 
parts 
of 
wheat flour, will serve the purpose 
quite well. 
If the dry potato meal or 
flake is used, the ratio should be one 
part of potato to three parts of flour. 
Boiled rice can be used in much the 
same way as mashed potatoes, care 
being taken to allow for the water in 
the rice and to use about three times

very soft partial fermentation. 
The 
remainder of the flour is worked in 
afterwards, care being taken to make 
an extra stiff dough, which should be 
raised till quite light. 
This bread is 
much moister than bread 
made 
of 
straight wheat flour. 
Corn flour, which 
should 
cost 
about two-thirds the price of wheat 
flour, may be mixed with wheat flour 
direct, one part of corn flour to three 
parts of wheat flour. 
Use the mix­ 
ture just as though it 
were 
wheat 
floor—and mix it yourself. 
i t should be remembered that the 
addition of starchy materials, such as 
potatoes, rice or corn starch (which 
is sometimes used to adulterate wheat 
flour in baking) tends to make a loaf 
less rich in protein and hence less 
nutritious than the straight wheat 
flour. 
The addition of 
corn 
flour 
makes little, if any, change in the 
nutritive value 
of 
the 
bread, 
but 
makes it cheaper. 
There are other flour substitutes, 
such as soybean meal and pea flour, 
which serve to add greatly to the nu­ 
tritive value of the loaf when mixed 
with wheat flour. 
These products, 
unfortunately, cannot be recommend­ 
ed in the present emergency, since 
they are not as yet common articles 
of commerce in this country. 
In this connection it 
should 
be 
said that a great saving could be af­ 
fected if the housewife would emulate 
the professional baker and buy low 
grade wheat flours. There are flours 
on the market quite as good for home 
baking as the fancy patent flours, 
which cost in bulk from 25 to 40 per 
rent less than the fancy grades. Such 
are the so-called “second clear” and 
“low grade” flours, which are graded 
lower than patents merely because 
because they are darker, not because 
they are any less nutritious or less 
palatable. 
Jn fact the darker color 
may be evidence that the flour is 
more nutritious than white flour. 
“Boston brown bread may be men 
tioned as a good and very popular 
medium for the profitable use of flour 
substitutes. 
It is 
made 
of 
equal 
parts of corn meal, rye meal and gra­ 
ham flour and is a very nutritious 
bread. 
“There are various ways of making 
over bread itself so as to effect a 
considerable saving. 
Thus 
stale 
bread, crusts, crumbs, etc,, 
can 
be 
worked into palatable products such 
as bread pancakes, bread crumb bis 
cuit and bread crumb cookies. 
“The nub of the mixed flour ques­ 
tion hangs on who does the mixing. 
If the housewife does the mixing she
